ADDRESSES BY ENGLISH SOCIALISTS. 


Britain’s Views Outlined by Herbert Bur- 
rows and William Clarke. 
Herbert Burrows, the English Socialist, ad- 
dressed the Hull House Social Society club 
yesterday afternoon, There were about 150 
members of the club and their friends pres- 
ent in the gymnasium, which was used for an 
auditorium. Among those noticed’ in the 
audience were Mrs. Helen Campbell, Miss 
De Graffinreid, Miss Catherine Spence, Mrs. 
Dr. Bayard Holmes, and Mrs. J. M. Flower. 

Prof. R. T. Ely of the Madison University 
introduced Mr, Burrows, who spoke on 
„ Socialism—Ite Meaning and Teachings.“ 
The address was in the nature of a 
general talk on socialism and what the Social- 
ists expected to do to relieve the evil effects of 
present day wage slavery.“ The meat of 
his remarks was that ‘ownership and control 
of all that was necessary to existence should 
be lodged with society, or the people, asa 
whole. He then advocated the communal 
idea as a solution for the labor problem and 
showed how the greatest good to humanity 
would be brought about by holding all things 
in common. 

Mr. Burrows was followed by William 
Clarke, his fellow delegate to the labor con- 
gress from England, who spoke on the La-

A thorough seareh of the cell had been made 
before the letters were brought to light. A 
pile of books and magazines that stood on 
the little table was examined and his clothing 
was searched, but nothing was found that 
would explain matters until the satchel was 
lifted aside and the letters found under it. 

The doctor had put everything in order, 
When found he was cladin his trousers and 
a dress shirt. He lay on his right side iu a 
posture he usually assumed after retiring. 
There was a slight froth on his lips, which 
might have come from naturalcauses or from 
poison. There were paper sacks of fresh 
peaches and peass on his table, the gift of his 
wife on her last visit yesterday, 


Pale for Some Time. 


Capt. Crews, the jailer, was the last person 


to see Dr. Graves alive, according to state- 
ments made to the Coroner. He passed the 
cell at 2 o’clock this morning and then the 
prisoner appeared to be all right. For some 
time, however, he had been looking pale, but 
he did not complain of being ill. About a 
week ago Dr. . Dulin, the county physician, 
remarked his paleness and asked if he did not 
think that a little iron would do him good. 

He replied: “* To the dogs with physic.” 

A“ trusty ” prisoner named Bridges, who 
waited on the doctor, said Dr. Graves had not 
complained to him recently nor had he ap- 
peard to be cast down by the action of the 
County Commissioners yesterday in granting 
the appropriation to pay the expenses of East- 
ern witnesses for the prosecution. He, how- 
ever, must have been troubled by this action, 
and this is supposed to be one of the reasons 
why he decided to kill himself. 

Mrs. Graves and several men visited the 
doctor yesterday. As is the custom they were 
searched, but nothing of a suspicious nature 
was found on their persons, 

As is evident from the letter addressed to 
the Coroner, Dr. Graves committed suicide, 
but with what drug the autopsy alone will 
tell. It was supposed, however, that he took 
morphine. The date of the letter to the Coro- 
ner was only a short time after County Com- 
missioner Twombly went East to see the wit- 
nesses for the prosecution and learn whethe 
or not they would attend the trial. , 

Just before Mr. Twombly’s return the doc- 
tor in an interview exhibited symptoms of 
being disturbed over the results of Mr. Twom- 
bly’s trip. Hesaid in the interview he be- 
lieved the prosecution would bring here a lot 
of witnesses to slander him and, he said it 
would be only fair for the County Board to 
pay the expenses of his witnesses if they paid

GRAVES CASE A CELEBRATED ONE. 


Murder ot Mrs. Barnaby; of Which the 
Doctor Was Accused, 


The crime of which Dr. T. Thatcher Graves 


was accused wasa celebrated case. He was. 


an intimate friend of Mrs. Josephine Barnaby 
of Providence, R. I., and her financial adviser 
and agent on a salary of $5,000 annually. 
She was the divorced wife of a wealthy 
merchant of Providence and possessed a 
fortune of $100,000 and an annual income 
of $12,000. Mrs. Barnaby was a great 
traveler and was accustomed to spend part of 
the summer at Biue Mountain Lake, N. I., 
living at the residence of Edward Bennett. 
In the spring of 1891, while at that 
place, she and Dr. Graves had a mis- 
understanding. They parted and Mrs. 
Barnaby at once started West. Eventually 
she arrived in Denver and visited Mrs. Wor- 
rell. Six days before her arrival in April of 
that year a package came to her address. It 
contained a bottle of liquor labeled “‘ Fine 
old whisky from your friend in the woods.” 
The bottle was laid away in the house, 
its contents un for a week. 
Mrs. Barnaby and Mrs; Worrell took a drive 
April 13. and on theif return both drank of 
the contents of the bottle. Almost im- 
mediately both were seized with great 
pains. They became Violently, ill. and 
Mrs. Barnaby died. Mrs. Worrell 


The ‘physicians declared 
the illness of both women was due to arsenical

OUR NATIONAL FINANCIAL PERIL. 

The dispatches from Washington state that 
already there is a deficiency of ten or eleven 
millions of dollars in the Treasury accounts, 
and the revenues are running behind the ex- 
penditures to the amount of fully $850,000 
per day. That is at the rate of $120,000,000 
per year. The deficiency is being met by the 
payment of gold from the note redemption 
reserve, the amount of gold thus paid out 
Thursday of this week being $511,000. This 
ig a process that cannot be kept up a great 
while; in fact, it must soon stop. 

Here is a grave problem for Congress to 
solve, and it should be attacked immediately. 
There is a large falling off in Federal reve- 
nues. Those from customs have decreased 
because the panic has arrested the importa- 
tion of foreign goods and also on account of 
the long pending uncertainty in regard to 
tariff legislation. The revenues are not likely 
to increase for some time to come, The de- 
crease in internal revenue is also due to the 
money panic, which has reduced consump- 
tion of liquor and tobacco, things the people 
can most readily do without. For instance, 
many hundred cigarmakers have been thrown 
out of employment in this city because of the 
reduced demand for the they make, 
and the result is a marked decrease in the 


revenues from that source. 


There is little room for Federal economy in 
the immediate future. All the appropriations 
for the current fiscal year have been made al- 
ready, and there is no power in the depart- 
ments to reduce the scale of expenditure au- 
thorized to much extent. Nearly all that the 
administration can do in this direetion would.

It is not 
safe to carry that process much further, or it 
might be found to have been carried too 
far, reducing the country. to the silver

In 1878 the same gov- 
ernment asked permission to close the mints 
till the value of the rupee was restored to two 
shillings, but upon the advice of a committee 


appointed to consider the subject the permis- 


sion was refused. 


GOLD, MEASURED BY LABOR, HAS FALLEN 
IN PRICE. 

Senator Wolcott said in his last speech: 
“Silver has not depreciated but gold has ap- 
preciated.”” This is a string on which the 
tres silverites play perpetually, They say 
that silver is the real, unchanging standard, 
because an ounce of silver in ita bullion form 
will buy just as much of a large number of 


commodities as it would have bought fifty 


years ago, while an ounce of gold will buy 
more of those commodities than it would 
then. It is true that as measured by gold the 
prices of many products, including man- 
ufactured ones, have declined. Certain 
classes of service have also fallen greatly. A 
gold dollar will carry a man or his goods a 
greater number of miles by rail or steamboat 
than ever before. 

But that which makes those products which 
have fallen in price—human labor—has not 
depreciated when measured by the gold 
standard. It has appreciated. If it were 


true that a gold dollar would buy twice as 


much as half a century ago, but at the same 
time a man bad to give twice as many hours 
of labor to get a gold dollar as he did then, he 
would in reality be neither better nor worse 
off than of old, for his labor would exchange 
for other commodities on the same terms as 
before. A suit of clothes would cost him no 
more hours of work in one case than the 
other. But that is not what has happened. 
While the gurchasing power of gold has in- 
creased, measured by most kinds of com- 
modities, the workingman in this and other 
countries gets once and a half as many grains 
of gold for an hour’s work as he did in 
1840-’42, and each of the grains he receives 
now will buy 40 to 60 per cent more of 
the necessaries of life than it would then. 
This is as true of the man who works on the 
farm or garden ds in the factory, shop, or 
office. 

It is equally true as to miners. 
Wolcott will take the trouble to compare the 
average wages paid all kinds of miners in 
1840, whether they were mining copper in 
Michigan, iron and coal in Pennsylvania, or 
gold in Virginia and North Carolina, with 
those paid miners in his own State he will be 
astonished by the advance in 1890 over 1840. 
The miners got 50 to 100 per cent more 
wages in 1890.92 than in 1840.42, and the 
purchasing power of their gold wages is 
greater in the same degree. The Senator 
says that the silver produced at Lead ville in 
fourteen years past cost $121,000,000. 
Nearly all that money went for wages, and so 
much was expended because the wages were 
so high. Half a century ago the miners’ 
wage cost would have been a half lessin gold. 

The fatal fallacy of Senator Wolcott and 
those who talk like him is that they compare 
silver with other products of man’s labor in- 
stead of comparing it with the labor wages 
which produces those things. If there were 
no barter metal in existence today and men 
had to exchange their products by the cum- 
bersome swapping system every workman 
would still be far better off than half a cent- 
ury ago, because an hour of his labor or the 
products of an hour of his labor would ex- 
change for much more than ever befdre, The 
existence and use of silver and gold are not the 
cause of these improved conditions. The 
cause is human ingenuity, which has made it 
possible fora man to make more iron and 
steel in an hour, to blast more by dynamite, 
and raise more ore in an hour by means of 
steam machinery, to make in a given time 
more cloth, clothing, glass, furniture, leather, 
foot or head wear, and tools of all kinds, to 


mow more grass, reap more wheat, and plant 


and cultivate more corn in a day, to dig 
canals and build railroads and bridges and 
bore tunnels more rapidly, and thus more 
cheaply, and which has made it possible for a 
railroad to do far more in a day than in 


former years. 

The average man does not care much 
‘whether gold has appreciated or depreciated 
so long as he gets more goods for an hour’s 
work than formerly and can buy more of the 
necessaries of life with a gold dollar than he 
formerly could. But he cannot help seeing 
that of the two great metals silver has depre- 
ciated far more than gold when measured by 
the labor standard. For while an hour’s work 
is equal to 50 per cent more grains of gold 
than in 1840, it is equal to 160 per cent more 
grains of silver than in that year. The differ- 
ence is due to the fact that human invention 
has exerted itself much more effectively in 
producing silver per ounce than in producing 
gold. There have been far more effective in- 
ventions for the economic handling of silver 
than of gold ores. And yet, owing to im- 
provements which have been made, gold is 
produced more cheaply now than it was after 


the great surface diggings of California and 


Australia were practically exhausted. If the 
hour’s labor of the gold miner of today does 
not pruduce for him more grains of gold than 
it did in 1873 he is not satisfied, and turns to 
something else. But as humap ingenuity and 
science have depreciated or cheapened the 
price of gold less than that of any of the more 
valuable metals gold is more stable in value,

There are a great many persons in this as in 
other cities who are ready to take everything 
thatis offered in the way of relief, If food 
were being distributed in all parts of Chicago 
as it ison the West Side, tens of thousands 
would avail themselves gladly of the oppor- 
tunity to get without labor that which they 
now have to labor for. For that reason indis- 
criminate charity must always be avoided. \ It 
helps a few and at the same time lowers the 
moral tone of thousands and saps their self- 
reliance, 

Therefore thane: who bass been managing 
this excellent work on the West Side ought to 
see the necessity now of adopting precautions 
which were not needed at first. Not every 
one who says that he or she is hungry and un- 
employed really isso. So those applicants 
who are not personally known to the distrib- 
uters ought to be youched for by some one who 
is known to them unless it is evident 
from the appearance of the applicants, as is 
often the case, that they should be aided, No 
one who is really destitute will have any diffi- 
culty in finding * one to certify to that 
fact. . 

If those in 3 do not adopt some pre- 
cautions they will find larger crowds at their 
doors daily. They will see healthy able- 
bodied tramps shoving on one side feeble 
women and children, and they will see the

DOUBLE STANDARD A CONTRADICTION IN 
TERMS. 


A crushing exposure of the folly which is 


inherent in the cry for a double money stand- 


ard is made by the New York Dry-Goods 
Economist. The double standard is shown to 
be impossible in weights and measures, and 
in time, as well as in money. The paper asks 
if this government were to decree that here- 
after in addition to the fine thirty-six inch 
steel bar kept under glass at Washington as 
the official yard measure of the United States 
there should also be maintained a strip of 
rubber stretching anywhere from twenty to 
thirty inches which should equally be 
the official yard of the United States, could 
we properly be said to have a double standard 
of linear measure?’ If the government 
should decree that every one of its offices, 
and every bank, store, and railroad station of 
the country should maintain two clocks, one 
running on solar time and the other having a 
variable rate, but always ten minutes to an 
hour slower, and that each of these clocks 
should be accorded equal authority in all 
measures of time, “ could we properly be said 
to ha ve a double standard of time?” And if 
the government should - decree that in addi- 
tion to the accurate sixteen-ounce bras cylin- 
der kept at Washington by wich to correct 
the scales of the country ther® should also be 
maintained a lump of something which alter- 
nately absorbs and yields up moisture and 
consequently varies with every change of 
the barometer, and should enact that scales 
shall be sealed by both, without discrimina- 
tion against either, could we be properly 
said to have a double standard of weight? 

If an affirmative answer.could be given to 
these three questions, and our business had to 
be conducted by such double standards, the 
country would be in a pretty mess. But it is 
not possible. A double standard is a contra- 
diction in terms and in fact. It is sheer non- 
sense. It would not work either in weights or 
measures, or time, and would be equally im- 
practicable in money measures of value. The 
only true way to do business is to select one 
standard, making it of a material that 
will vary as little as possible, and 
then work by reference to that as a 
single standard, not a double one. Es- 
pecially is this essential for money. If a na- 
tion is to have a currency stable enough to 
bank on and do business on, year in and year 
out, without restraint and without apprehen- 
sion, it must firgt select a single standard of 
value and agree to measure everything by 
that. The moment it departs from the single 
standard policy it opens wide the doors to 
fraud by which ragues prosper at the expense 
of honest men and causes a loss of the confi- 
dence in stability of values which is so neces- 
sary to healthy business and the employment 
of the greatest possible number of workers. 

„Pretty much all the civilized world has 
agreed that a certain quantity of gold of a 
certain fineness shall constitute such stand- 
ard. Whether the world has done right or 
wrong in making this choice is nothing to the 
point. The fashion is firmly established, 
whether it bea gaod or a bad one, and the 
United States might as well be out of the 
world as out of the fashion in this respect. 
We have kept in this fashion always excepting 
when the war forced us out of it for a few 
years, and no sensible man will consent to

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With a stated amount of gold we can main- 
tain at para large quantity of silver coin 
which intrinsically is worth less than par and 
impart to that silver the purchasing power of 
at that altitude if silver were made the stand- 
ard any more than we could maintain the 


purchasing power of paper money that had 


no redemption provided for it. The peculiar 
advantage of the gold standard is that with it 


ve can utilize silver so far as to make the lat- 


ter pass for more than it is intrinsically 
worth, but we could not under any circum- 
stances use silver to enhance the purchasing | 
power of gold. With gold as the standard we 
can use vast quantities of silver, but if silver 
were made the standard there would be no 
gold available except that used by the bro- 
kers for making international exchanges, 

The double standard isa fraud anda 
delusion. There is no such thing, and cannot 
be any such thing. The people who talk in 
the same breath about free coinage and bi- 
metallism do not mean bimetallism. They 
mean monometallism—silver monometallism 
—and no sane man wants the United States to 
part company with the rest af the civilized 
world in order to bring were that result. 


MEDITATING oN THEIR TARIFF BILL. 

It is announced that Mr. Carlisle of Ken- 
tucky, Secretary of the Treasury, is going 
into retreat for a month to consider the 
tariff question, and also that Mr. Wilson of 
West Virginia, the Chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means, having the silver pur- 
chase question off his mind, is going to take 
up the tariff and devote himself to the study 
of that subject, so that he may have a bill in 
readiness to submit to the House by Nov. 1 
at the latest. 

Both of these gentlemen will find that the 
job they have taken in hand is a much harder 
one than they fancied it would be last No- 
vember when the election returns told the 
story of asweeping Democratic victory for 
“ free trade.” It seemed to them then that it 
would bean easy task for the new Congress 
when it met—and they wanted it to meet 
early—to pass a tariff bill which should com- 
ply closely with the pledges of the Chicago 
platform and sweep away every vestige of 
ulleged “‘ unconstitutional and robber pro- 
tection policy. 

Since then conditions have altered so es- 
sentially that Messrs, Carlisle and Wilson feel 
that they cannot dash off a tariff bill out of 
hand, placing duties on a few non-competitive 
articles, like tea, coffee, and sugar, which are 
not dutiadle now, and putting nearly all man- 
ufactures on the free list. The need of rev- 
enue is such that it will be impossible for 
them to put through the low “ tariff for rev- 
enue only bill they once intended. Mr. 
Watterson and other radical free-traders may 
call on the Democratic members at Washington 
to live up to the Chicago platform and “ wipe 
out protection,” but those whom they are 
cheering on to the work of demolition know 
that protection cannot be wiped out without 
wiping out revenue also. 

Secretary Carlisle sees that the customs ro- 
ceipte for August were six millions less than 
for the same month last year. That is $72,- 
000,000 a year, and the internal revenue fell 
off over four millions, or at the rate of $50,- 
000,000 a year. When Mr. Watterson ap- 
peals to him or to Mr. Wilson to put tin- 
plate or some similar article on the free list 
and strip the American manufacturer of pro- 
tection they reply that that duty produces 
twelve millions of revenue and there is no 

revenue to spare. So with other imported 
articles. The earnest Democrats appeal to 
Messrs, Carlisle and Wilson to put duties on 
tea, coffee, and sugar in order that they may 
put competitive articles on the free list. The 
Secretary and the Chairman see that to get 
enough revenue they may not only have to 
reimpose duties on them, muchas they dis- 
like to on account of the bad effect on the 
Democratic voters, but also to retain with 
slight modifications the protective duties 
which their Chicago platform denounces as 
unconstitutional and robbery. 

The pressing need of money has forced poli- 
ticians to be false to their abstract theories 
before now and to do many things which they 
never dreamed of doing. So. with Messrs. 
Carlisle and Wilson. They will have to chuck 
their free trade notions overboard to save the 
ship. Revenue must be had to keep the gov- 
ernment going, and the kind of révenue tariff 
they had in mind last year will not furnish it. 


ANGRY REPUBLICANS OF COLORADO, 

A Denver dispatch says that— 

The Republicans of Colorado are considering 
the advisability of breaking away from the na- 
tional organization and forming a new party 
whose platform shall be free silver, free trade, 
‘Western rights, anti-monopoly, and retaliation. 

This is a free country, The pursuit of hap- 
piness in their own way is guaranteed to the 
Republicans of Colorado quite as much as to 
the citizens of any other part of the country. 
If they want to leave the party with which 
they have been connected no one can hinder 
them. The party cannot eve outa writ of ne 
exeat against them. They can go over to the 
Democrats if they fancy Mr. Cleveland asa 
leader. They can if they please join the fiat | 
Populists, whom half of them supported | 
last year. If they prefer they can, in the lan- 
guage of Ethan Allen, take to the mount- 
ains and wage [political] war on mankind.” 

They say that while they have voted for pro- 
tection for many years they will now, being 
„mad at the rest of the party for not grati- 
fying their demand for silver monometal- 
lism, turn in for free trade and smash protec- 
tion out of revenge. They have a right to bite 
off their own noses to spite their faces.

They need 
not buy goods from that part of the United 
States lying east of the Missouri River, whose 
people do not believe in a single silver stand- 
ard, which this country never had. They may 
refuse t> sell their silver bullion to persons 
who do not believe in cheap 68-cent dollars. 
They may play the fool before high heaven, 
but it will not take them long to find out that 
the other 95 per cent of the country not in- 
clhded in the mountain regions of the West 
can get along somehow without them much 


more comfortabiy than they can without the 


95 per cent of the people. 
During the last fifteen years 4e Coloraie 
Republicans have sold a great deal of silver 
to the United States Government. They 
have received the full commercial price for 
every ounce of it, and have made big money 
by their sales, else they would not be so anx- 
ious to continue that market for their bullion.

STREET CAR HORROR AT CINCINNATL. . 


Two Persons Killed and a Number 
Wounded, Six Probably Fatally. 

Crxomsnati, O., Sept. 3.— What is perhaps 
the most disastrous street car accident ever 
recorded took place in this city this evening 
at 7 o’clock.

The reply complained of is technically correct, 
though less explicit than wished for by the cor- 
respondent.

As long asthe United States silver dollars are 
artificially kept up to gold parin this country 
they will sell for nearly their face in Canada. but 
if this country should adopt free coinage of sil- 
ver and thus change from the gold standard to 
the silver basis then our silver dollars will 
speedily drop in purchasing power to the value 
of the silver bullion which they contain, and that 
is less at present than 60 cents per dollar in gold. 
When that happens the Bank of Montréal and 
other Canadian banks will give for them no more 
than their bullion value. There is no country in 
the world where free coinage of legal tender sil- 
ver dollars prevails which is able to maintain 
their value—i. e., purchasing power—above the 
value of the bullion they contain, and this coun- 
try, if it unfortunately tried the experiment, 
would prove no exception to the inexorable rule. 

Gold standard countries can maintain moderate 
amounts of depreciated silver money at par with 
gold money; but free silver coinage countries 
are unable to keep any gold money in circulation, 
but their currency invariably slumps down to bull- 
ion value of the metal in their silver coins. Good 
money refuses to circulate in competition with 
debased silver where the latter metal is the stand- 
ard dollar of account. 


The National Banking Laws. 


OMAHA, Neb., Aug. 29.—{Editor of The Trib 
une. }—Please publish in clear form the main 
points of the national banking law. The law is 
very little understood and hence ware 5 misrep- 

ted. READER. 

The following are the principal — — of 
the laws mostly in relation to the issue of bank 


note circulation by the national banks: 


Before commencing business the bank must 
transfer and deliver to the Treasurer of the 
United States any United States registered 
bonds, bearing interest, to an amount not less 
than $30,000, and not less than one-third of the 


capital stock paid in. Such deposits shall be in- 
creased as the capital of the bank is paid up or 


increased. Any bank desiring to reduce its capi- 
tal or to close business may take up its bonds on 
returning to the Controller its circulating -notes 
in due proportion, or may take up any excess of 
bonds beyond one-third of its capital stock, and 
upon which no circulating notes have been deliv- 
ered. On the deposit of lawful money with the 
Treasurer of the United States in sums of not 
less than $9,000 the bank may take up the 
bonds on deposit with him, and the outstanding 
notes of the bank shall be redeemed with the 
legal tender notes so deposited.

American investment at that time has already 
setin. Itis not comingin large volume as 
yet, but that it has started is apparent from 
the buying for foreign account of the higher 
class of stocks and investment bonds which 
has been the feature of the market every day 
of the week just closed. Confidence at home 
has also shown itself in the return of money 
which had been hoarded to the ordinary chan - 
nels of commerce and in the lack of any gen- 
eral desire on the part of depositors in savi 
banks to exercise their right to withd 
funds under the notices given thirty days ago. 
The changed conditions are reflected in the 
gradual return to normal rates for money at 
leading centers outside of this city and to the 
disposition here to make loans, oe ee 
rates are still demanded and collateral closely 
scrutinized. . : 

The question of greatest interest just now 
in Wall street circles concerns the probable 
course of the stock market in the immediate 
future, and opinion is divided on it. In ordi- 
nary times the great bulk of investment buy- 
ing comes from the commercial classes, who 
have more funds at their disposal than they 
can use in their undertakings. That condi- 
tion, in view of the long depression, does not 
exist today and will not prevail until the re- 
vival in trade has made substantial progress. 
In the meantime, however, there proba- 
bly be plenty of money for mercantile and 
manufacturi purposes, and the returning 
prosperity extend to railway ahd other 
transportation .companies, maki their 
stocks look attractive. Values in stock 
market will undoubtedly appreciate in the 
meantime, and stocks will be acquired by 
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here in Chicago. Ten 
days ago it was almost impossible to negotiate 
loans no matter what security was offered. Today 
there is little difficulty in getting any amount of 
money that is wanted, with the right of collateral.

SINKING or THE VICTORIA. 


| Some New Facts Brought Out - Deadly 


Science Will Extinguish War. 
England, although mostly successful in her 
career of rapine, has suffered many disasters 
by land and sea, but no modern misfortune 
that has befallen her approached in magni- 
tude the recent loss of the great battleship | 
Victoria by collision with asister vessel in the 
Mediterranean Sea. The loss of a dozen bat- 
tles could hardly have been more fatal to the 
prestige of the boasted British navy. At one 
tell stroke all its pride of arms was 
shattered and the confidence of 
its seamen destroyed. Naval arma- 
ment has been carried to such an extravagant 
pitch that the ocean on the slightest provoca- 
tion yawns, grave like, to receive into its 
charnel depths the unwieldy masses of iron 
=F oppress her surface. Iron monsters 
y hereafter be useful for coast defense, but 
thee fate of the mighty Victoria has stamped 
a sentence of death on heavy-armored 
warship. The time will soon come when 
i ot ‘will refuse to serve in such craft be- 
cause they have come to believe that the 
slightest hole in their armor will send them 
to the bottom. That England is sHa ken up 
over the subject is illustrated by the following 
tele ram; 
wpon. Aug. 26.—The survivors of the 
Victoria arrived in London this week, bring- 
ing with them facts about the disaster that 
were not disclosed at the court-martial. They 
make it clear that 400 lives and the ship were 
sacrificed simply to well-known British traits 
of arrogance intolerance. Admiral Tryon 
was in sound mental condition at the time of 
disaster, unless great anger is a form of in- 
sanity. No man was more intolerant of sug- 
gestion than Tryon. The fact was brought 
to his attention more times than was 
disclosed in the court-martial that the ma- 
neuver was dangerous with only six cables be- 
tween columns. The last time the suggestion 
was made the Admiral flew into a passion de- 
scribed as voleanic. His slight illness had 
made him unusually irritable. Rear Admiral 
Markham and others on the Camperdown 
realized the fatal nature of the order, and 
their implied 1 brought a s re- 
53 nse from the fi ip. Rear Admiral 
arkhain turned tot aptain of his ship 
iow: said: ‘You know what this means—one 
of these ships will be rammed.’ Then added, 
grimly: ‘And I'll take d—d good care it 
isn’t mine.’ Rear Admiral Markham was 
deeply incensed at the implied censure in the 
verdict. He said after trial that he had been 
treated more as a prisoner than a witness, and 
had been flouted for doing his duty. One of 
the most striking incidents of the terrible day 
occurred on the warship Edgar. Everybody 
saw the Victoria was doom After the col- 
lision the boats were quickly got off the dav- 
its, when an order annulling that order came 
and the officer in charge was instructed to 
hoist the boats on board. e men openly 
mutinied and declared that they did not care a 
d—n for the Admiral and were going to save 
their mates. The boatswain explained to the 
Lieutenant, who repeated the order. The 
men replied by lowering the boats with 
a rush and pulling off at top speed to the 
doomed ship. They rescued 175 men, scores 
of whom would have been drowned but for 
this disobedience. Therefore the offenders 
were not disciplined. The disaster had a 
serious effect on ordinary seamen, marines, 
and stokers in the fleet, All regard the shi 
as death traps, and declare that the old 
ships were much safer. It will be a 
long time before the lust confidence of the 
and file of the navy will be restored.” 
There is a good deal of common sense in
